FURTHER ORDERED that the factual record of the case shall 
not be enlarged; 

FURTHER ORDERED that the brief shall be confined to the 
application of points of law to facts of record; and 

FURTHER ORDERED that the brief shall be filed no later 
than 1 DECEMBER 2012.
